Alberta Game Laws 


As some enquiries have been made 
lrecently regarding the amended 
Game Laws we are inserting this in- 
formation. 

The Alberta Government have 
made important amendments to the 
Game Act. Perhaps the most im- 
portant of all are the provisions for 
the protection of prairie chickens, the 
slaughter of which has been so com- 
mon. In future hunters will be lim- 
ited to ten chickens per man per day. 

The opening of the duck season 
will be changed from August 23 to 
September 1. 

Tn future a residential bird licence 
of $1.25 will be necessary before game 
birds can be shot, Provision is made 
for the protection of Hungarian Part- 
ridge. 

Game Wardens in the future are to 
possess the power to make arrests. 

Fines of not less than $50 or more 
than $100 are provided for offenders 
under the act, 

Non-residents, the guests of settlers 
must pay $5 for the privilege of hunt- 
ing as under the old Act. A_provis- 
ion is also made that residents, ac- 
companying non-residents without 
licences, are equally offenders under 
the law.

It is} 
true that the Government, through its | 
immigration department is advertising 
in thousands of newspapers through- | 
out Great Britain and the United| 
States that “the harvest is plen-| 
teous, but the laborers are few,”’ and} 
that some relief can be gained in that} 
way; but the result would undoubt-| 
edly be much better if more depend- 
ence was to be had upon individual | 
effort. | 

Take the case of a man who goes to} 
the Canadian West from old Canada! 
or from any of the Western or Cen-| 
tral States or from Great 


Britain. | 
He is a very unusual man, indeed, if! 
he does not “take up his pen in} 
hand,” at some period of his pioneer- | 
ing and write home to complain either | 
of his loneliness or of the weather or 
of the gophers or of the snow or of 
the heat, or of any dozen other diffi-| 
culties which pioneers have to over- 
come. He does so, as a matter of, 
} course, not with any desire to ‘knock’ 
the new country, but animated by 
that human sentiment which seeks | 
comfort in trouble and, failing to} 
i find it in a new locality, looks for it 
in the old home. 

But when that same man has made | 
good, how often does he write home| 
to tell of his fortune? The habit of; 
writing home is much like the habit 
of taking the local newspaper from 
home; it lasts a year or two or three, 
and then it is dropped, because of the} 
new environment crowding out inter- 
est in the old. How much better both 
for himself and the country would it 
be for such a man to write home, tell 
the old folks at home of his good for- 
tune and ask them to send a brother, 
a cousin or even only an old school-} 
mate to help him gather the crops? 

That would be a_ practical indi-| 
vidual way .of solving the harvest 
problem, partially at least; it would; 
be good advertising for the West, be- 
cause we all know that there is no ad- 
vertisement so good as a satisfied set-! 
tler; and it would créate a new bond 
of interest between the man, in the

Conservation Commission 


One of the most valuable publicat- 
ions of the year is the volime just is- 
sued on “Lands, Fisheries, Game and. 
Minerals,” by the Dominion Commis- 
sion of Conservation, The book Tep- 
resenting as it does a great deal of 
exacting research work, makes avail- 
able'to the average man a mass of in- 
structive and entertaining informat- 
ion otherwise unobtainable by him. 
As a reference work for the journalist, 
the student of public questions and 
the well informed man on the s treet, 
it will be found of no small value. It 
is a large volume of some 525 pages, 
substantially bound in cloth and fully 
illustrated throughout with maps, di- 
agrains and two colour photo engrav- 
ings. 


AGRICULTURE 

The section deyoted to Lands des- 
cribes the agricultural survey of one 
hundred representative farms in each 
province, made by the Commission of 
Conservation in order to ascertain 
just what the condition of agriculture 
isin Canada, Some of the subjects 
on which information was obtained 
ire: rotation of crops, use of manures, 
prevalence of weeds and insect pests, 
water and fuel supply and the use of 
selected seed. One of the striking 
facts revealed is that not more than 
nine per cent. of the farmers of Can- 
ada follow any intelligent and effect- 
ive rotation of crops. By the adopt- 
ion of more scientific methods which 
could readily be put into effect, it is 
estimated that the field crops of the 
country could be doubled in twenty 
years. The report is replete with 
agricultural information, valuable be- 
cause it is not hearsay, but a state- 
ment of actual facts scientifically ob- 
tained by menin thefield. An article 
on Agricultural Production in Can- 
ada indicates just what each prov- 
ince has produced of field crops, fruit 
and live stock since 189%, and also 
gives crop areas und comparative crop 
yields. 


FISHERIES AND GAME 


The section on Fisheries and Game 
isa valuable compendium of facts 
and conclusions by various experts, 
On account of the frequent disputes 
over jurisdiction in the case of fisher- 
ies between the Provinces and the 
Dominion, an analysis is given of thé 
clauses of the British North America 
Act referring to fisheries, showing 
what powers each authority has. 
Following this is a digest of the Fed: 
eral and Provincial fisheries laws and 
regulations, 


In the section on Game there is a 
full description of the game and game ~ 
fisheries in Nova Scotia, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Quebec, Saskatchewan 
and British Columbia, This portion 
of the report will be found of espec- 
ial value to the sportsman in search 
of good hunting and fishing territory. 
Atthe end of the section a statistical 
urticle gives the amount of revenue 
derived from the fishery and game 
resources of each province. 


MINERALS 


The Minerals section of the report 
opens with a summury of the Prov- 
incial and Dominion laws and regu- 
lations respecting mining. An ex- 
haustive article on the conservation 
of mineral resources, by W. J. Dick, 
Mining Engineer for the Commission, 
takes up each mineral of economic 


| importance in Canada, showing the 


extent of the deposits, the consump- 
tion, and the methods of mining ; 
and recommends measures for con- 
servation, Mining agcidents in Cay-. 
ada and in foreign countries are fully 
dealt with in another article and sug- 
gestions are advanced pointing out 
how the heavy death rate in Canada 
from this cause may be reduced. 

The volumne is perhaps the most 
thorough and complete record of in 
vestigation and research that has 
ever been issued by any government 
in Canada.
